FRANK A. SCOTT RESIGNS POST 
BECAUSE OF ILLNESS. 


Incessant Strain of War Work 
for Government Brought Former 
Chairman to Verge of Nervous 
Breakdown—No Change of Busi- 
ness Policy.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—Frank 
A. Scott's resignation as chairman 
of the War Industries Board, an- 
nounced today, will not affect the 
board's policies on price fixing, 
quantity purchasing, priority super- 
vision or other functions. This was 
made known today after Robert 8. 
Lovett, priority director for the 
board, assumed the chairmanship 
temporarily upon the acceptance of 
Mr.; Scott's resignation. 

President Wilson will soon name 
a member of the board to succeed 
Mr. Scott, who was forced to retire 
because of a threatened nervous 
breakdown, and indications are that 
the chairmanship may be retained 
permanently by Judge Lovett, who 
has been vice-chairman. 

Since the United States entered 
the war Mr. Scott has worked un- 
der strain almost incessantly, first 
as head of the General Munitions 
Board,.the civilian advisory board 
assisting the War and Navy depart- 
ments in letting contracts for war 
munitions, and more recently as 
chairman of the War Industries 
Board, a subsidiary of the Council 
of National Defense, charged with 
co-ordinating the vast war pur- 
chases of the American government 
and the Allies.

Hundreds of prisoners in large 
groups are making their way to the 
rear, marching without escort. Dam- 
aged German machine guns lay 
everywhere, while scattered around 
were heaps of ammunition, cannon 
and immense quantities of military 
material. 

The sight of the towers on the 
Cathedra! of Laon on the horizon 4 
few miles away spurred the French 
soldiers to wonderful efforts of en- 
durance and swiftness of movement. 
They went on determinedly in pur- 
suit of the Germans, leaving parties 
behind to clear out cellars and cav- 
erns, which disgorged hundreds of 
demoralized prisoners who seemed 
astounded at the vyastness of their 
defeat. 

With all this severe fighting on 4 
battlefield where the Germans held 
strong positions and where they ac- 
cepted the challenge of the French 
army to stand-up combat, the 
casualties were remarkably 
ow. 

Shortly after 8 o'clock the cap- 
tives numbered sixty. Enemy guns 
stationed on the high ground south- 
east of Gheluvelt. which constituted 
one of the main defenses of the 
Gheluvelt position, were compar:- 
tively quiet in the early hours, prob- 
ably due to the heavy and effective 
bombardment conducted against 
them by the British artillery last 
night. Many explosions were seen 
in the vicinity of these enemy bat- 
teries in the darkness. 

The attack began in a cold rain 
that had been falling several hours. 
It has begome almost trite’ to say 
that the greatest barrage yet seen 
was employed, but once more this 
was the case. The ory of the 
barrage fire was considerably in- 
creased and the British troops went 
forward “behind a terrific hail of 
shells. The pvweliminary bombard- 
ment for these attacks had been 
proceeding for days with the great- 
est intensity and the expenditure of 
ammunition Was enormous. . 

The'face of Passchendaele ride 
and other regions have been so a!- 
tered that they resemble a volcanic 
zone. Last night the concentrated 
fire was increased and the heavens 
were filled with a crimson glow as 
the great guns hurled their charges 
into the German lines. 

The excellent preliminary bom- 
bardment was the result of remark - 
able work in moving the guns for-. 
ward over the marsh-like terrain. 
The brivk wind of the last few days 
has done wonders in drying up the 
water, but the mud was still formid- 
able, and in many places there were 
almost impassable morasses. Not- 
withstanding these trying conditions, 
the preparations were completed. 
The Germans had been expecting an 
attack. In — they thought ft was 
being made oenday and marched 
up troops ,to the support. Later 
they withdrew them and thus these 
troops underwent three hours’ 
marching each way through the 
deep -mud.

Ferdinand Buisson, former 
Deputy, who is president of the 
League for the Rights of Man, de- 
livered an address on this question, 
after which it was decided to Iincor- 
porate such a proposal in the reso- 
lutions to be presented to the con- 
vention.

“Let every, patriot of America who 
has not subscribed place his name 
today upon the roll of honor of the 
nation as a subscriber to the second 
Liberty Loan. The man who is able 
to subscribe, and doesn't will, or 
ought to, be a conscience-stricken 
citizen Sunday morning.” 

Every available dollar is needed, 
officials asserted, to bring the total 
up to $5,000,000,000. Every agency 
throughout the country is working 
with redoubled energy for the last 
billion on the last day. 

GREAT TOTALS PILE UP. 

Reports from every section are 
rolling up tremendous totals at the 
treasury. At 9% o'clock tonight the 
estimated subscriptions of the na- 
tion stood at $3,635,000,000, admit- 
tedly a conservative figure, with in- 
dications that the $4,000,000,000 
mark might be recorded by tomor- 
row morning's totals. 

Except for Dallas and San Fran- 
cisco, all districts had passed their 
minimum allotments and it seemed 
certain, the Treasury Department 
announced, that several districts 
would go weil beyond their maxi- 
mum. —

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—WNo 
change in Italy’s foreign policy nor 
weakening of her aggressive prose- 
cution of the war is expected here 
as a result of the fall of the Boselli 
Cabinet. Official dispatches from 
Rome today say that before the fail- 
ure of a vote of confidence in the 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday the 
entire chamber enthusiastically ap-

the Pope’s peace proposal pro-Ger- 
man, and declaring the intention of 
Italy and her allies to fight until vic- 
tory is won. 

All references to the Allies were 
greeted with enthusiasm, and when 
the Foreign Minister spoke of the 
visit of the King of Italy to the 
King of Belgium the entire cham- 
ber rose to applaud. The Minister 
also expressed his belief in the 
ability of the new Russian democ- 
racy to settle its internal difficulties, 
and that these difficulties would not 
affect the international situation. 

FOOD ADMINISTRATION.

CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—The con- 
sumer began to realize the benefits 
of government supervision of food 
sales today when butter prices were 
slasked from 3 to 6 cents by the lo- 
cal Food Price Committee. This was 
done in the face of predictions of 
retail grocers that best grades o 
butter would be selling at 55 and 
58 cents next week. 

The Food Committee, after a con- 
ference with a committee from the 
Chicago Butter and Egg Board, de- 
cided that from 44 to 49% cents a 
pound is a fair price for creamery 
extras in bulk and that 45 to 50% 
cents was the right figure for but- 
ter in cartons.

If Albania and Montenegro 
are to continue to exist as states 
Austria must be guaranteed the nec- 
essary influence from Spizza to 
Aviona, and the right to have mili- 
tary stations at the most important 
points, viz. Antivari, Dulcigno, 
Sangiovanni, Durazzo and the north 
of the Bojana. 

“Albania and Montenegro can 
only be permitted to continue to 
exist as states on condition that they 
enter into close economic and mili- 
tary ties with the monarchy.

URVEYORS HALTED 
BY CARRANZISTAS. 


RUNNING OF DINE DELAYED BY 
MEXICANS. 

Engineers Employed by Imperial 

Irrigation District are Informed 

that They Cannot Proceed Until 

They Obtain Permit from the 

Central 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. | 
EL CENTRO, Oct. 26.—Engineers 
employed by the Imperial Irriga- 
tion District today reported to the 
directors that a group of Carranza 
soldiers who had established a gar- 
rison to the southeastward of Vol- 
cano Lake, 
prevented them from a proposed 
reconnoiasance survey on the ground 
that they had not secured a per- 
mit from the government at Mexico 
City. 
The interesting statement was 
made by the Carranza gurrison that 
that portion of the Colorado delta 
south of the Abejas Channel to the 
Gulf was now a part of Sonora, and 
not in Lower California, because 
“the boundary line between Lower 
California and Sonora was the Colo- 
rado River.” Thus, according to the 
soldiers, many hundred equare 
miles have been taken from Lower 
California and added to Sonora by 
the action of the Colorado in 1909 
in seeking a new channel to thé 
westward, and including Volcano 
Lake in its course. 
Engineer Samuel Durn of the dis- 
trict was engaged in taking eleva- 
tions just south of the river channel 
when stopped by the Carranzistas. 
The irrigation district has applied 
to the central government at Mexico 
City for a permit to continue its 
survey southward. 
The Carranza garrison reported 


in Lower California, 


to be in that part of Lower Califor- 
nia originally came from Guaymas 
by boat to La Bolsa, at the head 
of the Gulf of California, to police 
the western boundary of Sonora. 
They have recently crossed the old 
channel of the Colorado, and have 
apparentiy established dominion 
over the lower Colorado delta.

Stockholm Visitor Tells of 
Neutral’s Troubles. 


Much Suffering. 


Country has Advantages in 
News Gathering. 


“Sweden, although a neutral na- 
tion, has suffered fearfully from the 
war, and must continue to suffer 
Until peace comes,” said P. G. Nor- 
berg of Stockholm, who is visiting 


Los Angeles, yesterday. Mr. Nor- 
berg, who is a special correspond- 
ent of the Swedish Telegraph Com- 
pany, & news agency that is 
country what the Associated Press 
is to the United States, is on a 
Visit to various American cities. 
Economic attrition, the fear of 
famine, and all the other conditions 
that war has brought to European 
neutrals,” said Mr. Norberg, “have 
made our lot difficult for many 
months, but we are maintaining 
neutrality, and we at least have the 
advantage of knowing something of 
the real situation, because news 
comes to us from all the nations in- 
volved. It is rather closely filtered, 
perhaps, but still we get it. 

“The papers served by our agency, 
numbering about 200, are able to 
give their readers haps a clearer 
idea of the real situation than any 
of the involved nations can get. But 
even we do not know enough of the 
real situation to hazard an estimate 
of the probable outcome.” 

Mr. Norberg has been In the Unit- 
ed States for several months, and 
expects to remain until January. He 
has spent much time in eastern and 
central cities, especially tn Chicago, 
where at one time he edited a Swed- 
ish publication. His family is now in 
Washington, and he expects to re- 
turn there after a short tour of 
western points. 

The Swedish News Agency, which 
Mr. Norberg represents, is one of 
the correspondents in Northern FEu- 
rope of the Associated Press. Many 
of the dispatches carrying the line 
“Reuters Agency says” originate 
with the Swedish agency. It oper- 
ates its own telegraph and other 
transmission lines, and maintains 
bureaus in many world capitals

MAY EXHUME BODIES TO: 
PROVE TWO IDENTITIES. 


REMARKABLE mystery sur- 

rounding the identity of two 

men, who committed suicide 
In an identical. manner, though 
seven months apart, and around 
which revolves a legal contest over 
ingurance money, was made public 
last night in a report filed at police 
headquarters by Detective Sergeants 
King and Oaks, 

The findings of the police officers 
will probably bring about the ex- 
humation of the two bodies. one of 
them in the local Potter’s Field and 
the other in a San Francisco ceme- 
tery. The investigation establishes 
to the satisfaction of the local po- 
lice that the man who, under the 
name of Thomas Barr, shot himself 
in a downtown hotel on March 12, 
1915, was really Thomas Pray of 
Austin, Tex., and that the Robert 
Pray who killed himself October 3, 
1915, was a different person, and 
not in anv way connected with the 
legal battle for the insurance. The 
insurmnce company, it is stated, will 


ask the exhumation to positively 
establish both identities. 
The man who was known as 


Thomas Barr registered at a down- 
town hotel on March 10, and two 
days later was found dead tin his. 
room, self-slain, the police declared. 
For several weeks the police sought 
to establish his real identity. A Mra, 
J. W. Owens of the Epperson apart- 
ments In Long Beach recognized the 
hody of Barr as that of Thomas 
Pray, whom she knew years before 
in Austin. but the identification was 
not certain, and the body was buried 
in the Pottér’s Field. 

Nearly a year later, W. J. Mor- 
ris, Chief of Police of Austin, Tex., 
asked the local authorities to locate 
Thomas Pray, whose mother was 


griefatricken. He asked that a 
search be made in prisons and hos- 
pitals. 

When an investigation was started 
it was @iscovered that on October 
3, 1915, a man named Robert Pray 
shot and wounded himself with a 
revolver, later dying at the Califor- 
nia Hospital. His body later was 
claimed by persons who said they 
represented a fraternal organization 
of which Robert Pray was a mem- 
ber. It was interred in a San Fran- 
cisco cemetery. 

Tt was then that the insurance 
company learned of the similarity of 
names and practically identical 
caser of the two men, and refused 
to pay the claim of the mother of 
Thomas Pray in Austin, asking that 
the identity of the two men first be 
established without doubt. 

Detectives King and Oaks have 
been working on the puzzling case 
for several weeKs. Last night they 
deciared their confidence in the 
facts set forth In their report, which 
involved a thorough search of city 
and county records and interviews 
with more than a score of persons.

LOST CAUSE. 


Unionized Carpenters Must 
Support Millmen. 


Scheme Devised to 
Perpetuate Trouble. 


Give this as Reason for not 
Buying Liberty Bonds. 


Morally restrained from sympa- 
thetic striking, because of a medi- 
ation agreement which they signed 
a month ago, the unionized carpen- 
ters of Los Angeles have found an- 
other way to assist the striking 
mill-workers. At a general meet- 


Jing with the mill-workers Thurs- 


day night, the carpenters agreed to 
a plan which will assess them 5 
per cent. of their weekly wages to 
create a benefit fund for the strik- 
ers, 

This idea is an innovation in union 
circles here, because the car- 
penters have heretofore not even had 


a benefit fund for themselves. At 
the general meeting they discussed 
several methods of giving the mill- 
workers financial strength to pro- 
long their strike, and ended by de- 
ciding upon the 5 per cent. wage 
tax. 


MUST PAY TOLL. 


According to this plan all union 
carpenters will be assessed in the 
neighborhood of $1 a week while 
the strike is in progress. The 
strikers who are married will re- 
celve $10 per week from this fund, 
and .the unmarried strikers’ will 
draw $8 a week. 

The unionized carpenters have 
given the mill-workers the further 
assurance that they will immedi- 
ately place stewards on every car- 
penter job in Los Angeles for the 
purpose of checking up the work- 
men. If there are non-union car- 
penters on the job they will be given 
immediate notice to join the union 
or get off the job. 

This plan, it is believed will have 
the effect of persuading many non- 
union mien to join the union, The 
union intends to go after the work- 
men rough-shod unless they take out 
“ards. It is the expectatjon that by 
stewarding the jobs the union can 
bnild up its strength to the point 
where it can force the contractors 
to pay the $5 and eight-hour scale 
which the Federal mediators suc- 
cepded in-eetting about fifteen out 
of 2500 buflding contractors to sign 
some weeks ago.

At the general meeting of car- 
penters and mill-workers it was the 
intention of the strikers to kick out 
the organizers who have been mar 
agine their strike, and choose an 
executive committee from their own 
membership, but they were talked 
out of the idea.

OID SPURTS TWENTY FEET 
OVER TOP OF DERRICK. 


Between Thirty and Fifty Thou- 
sand Barrels a Day Flowing from 
the Well, According to Estimates 
of Experts—Attempt to Cap it is 
Failure and Reservoir is Built, 


Flowing from 30,000 to 560,000 
barrels a day, according to the esti- 
mates of expert oil men, a gusher 
was brought in by the Standard Oil 
Company at its Baldwin Well No, 3 
in the Montebello field yesterday. 

The well was sunk to a depth of 
3700 feet when it began to spout 
and rose to more than twenty feet 
above the top of the derrick at noon. 
The flow continued uninterruptedly 
until 3 o'clock in the afternoon, 
when an attempt was made to cap 
the gusher. The cap failed to hold, 
however and the flow resumed and 
until a late hour last night no fur- 
ther attermpt to control the flow was 
made. . 

Ditches and a dirt reservoir were 

constructed in anticipation of such 
an occurrence and the oil is being 
saved. 
On other leases in the vicinity, oil 
sand has been struck at between 
1700 and 2000 feet and the wells 
have been put on the pump at from 
2200 to 2300 feet. | 

These wells have been producing 
from 600 to 800 barrels of high- 
grade oll a day.

OLGA STEEB’S ART. 


SHE DISPLAYS SINCERITY IN HER 
MUSICIANSHIP. 


BY JEANNE REDMAN. 

Olga Steeb, the wonder-child of a 
few years ago, revealed herself to 
us last night in her recital at Trinity 
Auditorium, as an interpreter of 
the highest art of the 
piano, and a musician of ma- 
ture intelligence. She re-established 
herself in our hearts and our minds 
and brought to us a full realization 
of her indubitable qualities as an 
artist. There is an atmosphere of 
greatness about Olga Steeb. She has 
an air of aloofness, of dignity and 
warmth which reminds me of the 
beloved Carreno. She is musicianly 
in’ her total lack of self-conscious- 
ness, and her palpable _ sincerity. 
There is nothing of display about 
her. Her art is of the simplest, 
purest quality. 

The first number, the Bach- 
Busoni Prelude and Fugue in D 
Major, firmly established the 
musicianship of the pianist, and 
the facility of her execution. It 
was folowed by Mozart's “Pastorale 
Variee,” which was played with a 
reverence that the old master’s 
music demands. After these two 


numbers, there followed a _ pro- 
gramme remarkable for ita 
catholicity and variability. Olga 


Steeb has said that she will play for 
the public what it wants, as well as 
what she wants to give ‘it, and she 
proved herself last night. It was 
extraordinary that an audience, and 
it was largely a professional audi- 
ence, for Steeb is the musician's 
pianist, could react to Bach, Mozart 
and Scarlatti’s charming ‘Caprice, 
and then rise to a degree of ecstacy 
over Grainger and Debussy. Tt is 
hardly possible to tmagtne Scarlatti 
listening to Debussy, but we listened 
to both, and without a shock—only 
a subtle change of atmosphere, 
emotional and intellectual, and we 
found ourselves in touch both with 
the old forms and the new. 

After Grainger's “Shepherd's 
Hey,” which she played with deli- 
clous abandon, Steeb gave the Schu- 
mann Symphonic Etudes with force 
and with an artistic restraint: phrase 
after phrase of her rich, mellow 
tones in a rare interpretation of 
this great work, the octave passages 
flowing and sinuous from a lithe, 
supple wrist. The Liszt “Ricordanza” 
told the perfect story of “remem- 
brance,”" its joys and sorrows. the 
characteristic cadenzas like pearls 
dropping from the tips of delicate 
fingers and melting into the often- 
recurring phrases which the com- 
poser was loathe to leave. 

There were two Debussy numbers 
——the A Minor Prelude and the “Gol- 
liwoggs’ Cakewalk,” with its imita- 
tions of ragtime syncopation. The 
programme closed with the Gounod- 
Liszt waltz from “Faust,” which car- 
ried us somewhat away from the 
musical interest of the programe, 
but which was plaved neverthe'ess 
so brilliantly as to remind us that 
the old abbe did not concern him- 
self in vain with his transcriptions. 
Overburdened with flowers, Olga 
Steeb left the stage, having main- 
tained throughout a simplo dignity 
and a certain self-effacement which 
were a great delight to her audi-

The Germans are reeling back. They, 
are running. They are leaving their guns. 
German prisoners are being taken by the 
thousands—taken in such numbers as ‘to 
indicate that they are at last growing sick 
of war and would rather be the well-fed 
captives of the British and French than the 
“brave defenders of the Fatherland.” No 
doubt this rout has been translated into 
German as a “strategic retreat,” another 


one of Hindenburg’s strokes of military. 


wizardry. Perhaps he is “drawing the ene- 
my on.” 

Anyway, the French and British are 
emashing through. Day after day it is the 
same story, only during the last few days 


| it has been a bigger story. All the pro- 


German bosh about the war being a stale 
mate, about the German lines being un- 
broken and unbreakable, about the Allies 
being on the verge of a breakdown, 
has biown up. It is slow and dead- 
ly work. Certainly it is. This thing of 
driving out an entrenched force is tedious 
as pulling carpet tacks with the teeth. The 


German hosts, in the height of their con- 


fidence and power, long before France was 
in fighting trim, were halted and held as 
soon as the French dug themselves in. 
Now they are digging the Germans out. 
The Germans are in retreat out of Russia. 
Their greatly vaunted drive against the 
Italians turned into a fizzle, and from all 
other fronts troops are being concentrated 
on the western front to check the furious 
onslaughtg of the French and British. They 
go over the top in deadly zeal to come to 
srips with Teuton hordes and give them 
the cold steel. The Germans were brave 
and pompous and strutted and posed when 
they followed the disorganized retreat of 
the Belgians and French, shot civilians by 
the wholesale, raped women and butchered 
children, fired villages and bombarded ca- 
But they will not stand in a hand- 
to-hand fight with men. How can they? 
The hardened Poilu strikes for home and 
country, for the outraged women of his 
land; and Gen. Pershing, who saw the battle 
at Soissons, reported Thursday that the 
German dead lay in heaps, and prisoners 
numbered 9000. And that was the begin- 
ning of Petain’s hurricane drive that has 
continued for 100 hours and goes on, with 


each hour swelling the computed German 


dead and announcing increased number of 
prisoners. Approximately 45,000 men have 


been killed among the Germans since Mon-. 


day, when the fighting became desperate 
along the Aisne. 

No one outside of the inner military cir- 
cles knows precisely what Haig and Petain 
have in mind. But they have developed a 


Marvelous attack. All along the front from 


Ostend to the extreme of the Ailette Valley 
the big guns roar incessantly. So far they 
have gained four miles of depth, within a 
week, at the most crucial point in the Hin- 
denburg line. Apparently the attack is de- 
signed to pierce the German communication 
lines, turn the flank at Roulers and isolate 
the German submarine bases at Ostend. 
And what do the Germans say of these 
victories? They have not peeped since 
Wednesday,-and then announced that the 
reserves had “halted” the “thrust.” Halt- 
ed—indeed! That “thrust” will be halted 
at Berlin if the Kaiser does not sue for 


peace. For months the Allies have had the 


Germans on the defensive and have dic- 
tated when and where the fighting was to 
take place. For months, too, they have 
been preparing behind the lines for the con- 
certed drive that broke on Monday—and 
now they have the Germans on the skiddoo. 

Let no one enthusiastically conceive that 
the Allies can immediately run on to Ber- 
lin. The captured ground must be consoll- 
dated, the communication lines readjusted, 
the railroads extended to carry munition 
and food, the big guns brought up and given 
new bases. Modern war is fought inch by 
inch, and inch by inch the pressure closes 
on the German lines and they are giving 
way. If unarmed women, children and in- 
valid civilians opposed them thev might

because they are fighting for 
spirit—not for conquest, not 
to set up “kultur.” They fight with butch- 
ers, poisoners, assassins; they fight 
men driven by the honorless Hohenzol- 
lerns—yes, against men who, ff they 
the manhood and fighting spirit that could 
sustain them against the men of France 
and of Bngland, would not dumbly 
swinishly allow themselves to be bullied 
hoodwinked and bled by the Hohenzollerns.

During the Civil War Gen. John A. Dix 
issued a peremptory order: “If anyone at- 
tempts to haul down the American flag, 
shoot him on the spot,” and Gen. Ben But- 
ler checked the practice indulged in by 
some of the “ladies” of New Orleans of 
spitting at Yankee soldiers on the streets 
with his order—If any woman insults an 
American soldier, treat her as a woman of 
the towfi plying her vocation”—which meant 
imprisonment without the benefit of habeas 
corpus.

Every drop of American blood shed in 
this war which Germany forced upon us 
cries out from the ground and demands that 
there shall be “no toleration of the mealy- 
mouthed, fine-haired distinctions raised by 
the proponents of sedition.” Says the New 
York Herald editorially: “The life of this 
nation is at stake. The United States and 
the great principles for which it stands are 
of infinitely more importance to Americans 
and to the. world than are individuals or 
the presumed ‘rights’ of individuals. The 
individual, no matter what his pretext or 
how loud his profession of Americanism, 
who is contributing in any degree to the 
weakening of the nation in this its hour 
of greatest trial must be punished, and with 
no imitation punishment. Anything less 


_ than the limit the law allows for the offense 


would be a travesty on justice, a confession 
of national impotency. The United States 
is not impotent. It is fully able to stamp 
out sedition. The time to do it is now.” 
We read reports of spies being caught. 
They should be shot. We find half-baked 
youths of both sexes engaged in spreading 
seditious doctrines. They should be pun- 
ished; but even more important is it that 
those persons “higher up” who have led 
them astray should be apprehended and 
that the punishment ‘visited upon them 
should be condign. The man—whether he 
be a Senator or a one-time Senator or a 
college professor or a pro-German journal- 
ist—who arrays himself against the nation- 


al purpose to fight this war to a victorious 


conclusion and to utilize eyery resource of 
this country to that end—is not entitled to 
enjoy any of the rights of an American. 
He is an outcast and should be treated as 
a criminal. 


GROWTH OF DEBT. 

No man is wise enough to intelligently 
predict whether the war will terminate in 
a few weeks or a few months or a few 
years. The protracted and, to an extent, 
the successful resistance of Germany to 
the overwhelming odds againgt her is one 
of the marvels of this age of marvels. 

As an ally Turkey has been of no service 
to her, and Austria has not been very help- 
ful. The men and the money and the ships 
of eighteen European, American and Asiat- 
ic nations are arrayed against the govern- 
ment of the Kaiser, and yet that govern- 
ment stands when it would seem that long 
ago the allied forces should have been en- 
camped in Berlin. 

There is one thing, however, that may 
be safely predicted, and that is that when 
peace shall come it will be a peace that 
will not be broken for generations. All 
the nations engaged in the conflict will 
have had a surfeit of battle and bloodshed, 
and-all will be busy bringing about indus- 
trial recuperation. 

On this side of the Atlantic, while our 
sacrifices of life among the troops sent 
overseas may be considerable, yet we shall 
escape the ravages which war has inflicted 
and is inflicting upon continental Europe. 
It would be practically impossible for Ger- 
many—even if she had the ships—to land 
any considerable number of troops in the 
United States, and, if landed, they would 
be overwhelmed by our troops, who could 
be sent by rail from the interior to the 
coast, and within a few months we shall 
have hundreds of thousands of soldiers as a 
result of the recent conscription. 

Nor need we worry about the debt we 


are now contracting. In this connection a. 


reference to English financial history may 
be instructive. Prior to A.D. 1692 Great 
no public debt, when Parliament 
voted incur a debt which was to bear 
10 per cent. per annum until the year 1700 
and after that 7 per cent. When the war 
with Louls XIV was terminated by the 
Peace of Utrecht Great Britain owed $250,- 
000,000, and Macaulay says, in his history 
of England, “that debt was considered by 


profound thinkers as an incumbrance that 


would permanently cripple the body politic. 
Nevertheless trade flourished; wealth in- 
creased; the nation became richer and 


| richer.” 


Then came the war of the Austrian suc- 
cession, the debt rose to $400,000,000, and 
the historian Smollett wrote “now our case 
is desperate.” 

War again broke out, and under the ad- 
ministration of the first William Pitt the 
debt increased to $700,000,000, and David 
Hume, the political economist, wrote that 
“all was over; better to have been con- 
quered by Prussia or Austria than to be 
saddled with the interest of $700,000,000.” 

George Greville said that the nation must 
sink under this debt unless a portion of 
the load were borne by the American colo- 
nies. The attempt to inflict a portion of the 
load on those colonies resulted in a war 


from which England emerged owing $1,200,- ; 


000,000, with a loss of those colonies. 

Then came the wars which sprang from 
the French revolution, and in 1815, after 
Waterloo, Great Britain’s national debt 
amounted to $4,000,000,000. Macaulay, in 
his history of Emgland, says: “It was in 
truth a gigantic debt, but after a few years 
of exhaustion England recovered herself. 
Yet, like Addison’s valetudinarian, who con- 
tinued to whimper that he was dying of 
consumption till he became so fat that he 
was shamed into silence, she went on com- 
plaining that she was sunk in poverty till 
her wealth showed itself by tokens which 
made her complaints ridiculous.” 

Those whd deprecate a national debt er- 
roneously imagine that there is an exact 
analogy between the case of an individual 
who is in debt to another individual and 


the case of a society which is in debt to a | 


part of itself. They make no allowance 
for the effect produced by the incessant 
progress of every experimental science and 
by the incessant efforts of every man to 
get on in life. They seg that the debt 
grows and they forget that other things 
grow as well as the debt. 

Macaulay in 1855 wrote: “A long expe- 
rience justifies us in believing that Enc- 
land may in the twentieth century be better 
able to pay a debt of sixteen hundred mil-

FIXING PRICES— 
WILL IT WORK? 


BY HERBERT ©. HOOVER, 
(In “The Nation’s Business.”’) 


We have in the food administra- 
tion put into action a form of price 
control through purchase of the ex- 
ports of wheat and flour. The gov- 
ernment must buy or contract the 


buying of wheat for export and the 
export volume controls the price. 
We were immediately confronted 
with price determination. 

To determine it we called in the 
farmer himself and gave him the 
majority of the commission to de- 
termine a fair price. We gave him 
the national balance and prayed him 
to weigh carefully and justly. For 
the first time in history he had a 
voice in his own price and unani- 
mously determined $2.20 per bushel, 
with certain differentials on locality 
and grade. We then created a vol- 
untary engine of cur best commer- 
cial men to carry it into effect and 
to eliminate all speculation, and to 
reduce the cost of distribution in 
hopes of finding relief to the con- 
sumer. We can now measure the 
results. The farmer will receive 
about 60 cents a bushel more for 
his wheat than his average last 
year. Sixty cents per bushel is equal 
to about $3 per barrel in flour. The 
price of wholesale flour is today $3 
per barrel less than the last four 
months’ average. So here is the 
measure of reduced speculation and 
distribution charges—$3 per barrel 
increase to the farmer and $3 de- 
crease to the consumer. 

The food administration has no 
powers to fix prices except through 
the export buying, the power to buy 
and sell certain commodities, and 
the further power to enter into vol- 
untary agreements with producers. 
A case of the latter lies in sugar, 
where we agree with 95 per cent. 
of the beet producers that they shall 
fix the price at a certain figure, and 
we propose to reinforce this by the 
control of imports, and if necessary 
to enforce other measures against 
the 5 per cent. if they fail to fall in 
with the majority. 


One illusion in the mind of the 
public I am anxious to get clear. 
The food administration, through its 
own authority and the co-operation 
of other government agencies, can 
accomplish a great deal, but it is 
limited absolutely to that area of 
commerce between the producer and 
the retailer. We are stopped in law 
within this area; we can only use 
influence on both the retailer and 


producer, and depend upon their pa-. 


triotism. In this area we can only 
regulate the flow of trade and hold 
it to moderate profits and excise 
speculation. This is an economic 
step short of price control—except 
where we can accomplish it by in- 
direct means I have quoted above. 
In the food administration we in- 
tend to confine, ourselves to ten or 
twelve fundamental staples — those 
food commodities that make up the 


basis of life—we take no interes$ in 


the luxuries or even semi-luxuries. 
We have laid down certain principles 
of co-operation with the business 
community, and if we are to succeed 
on these lines we must have their 
support. We are asking the various 
trades in these particular staples to 
co-operate with us in organization 
of the trades to the end that all 
transactions shall be direct in the 
normal flow of distribution; that 
speculation shall be excised; that 
goods shall be sold both by producer 
and distributor at least at a reason- 
able and normal charge over cost, or 
even without profit. It appears to 


us that no right-minded man in this « 


community wants extra profit from 
the war. If he does he should be 
branded with the brand of Judas 
for selling the ‘blood of our sons for 
profit. I have read among the pro- 
ceedings of this important body a 
demand for larger participation in 
the government by the business com- 
munity. The food administration 
today is directed by a body of 250 
volunteer representative business 
men, producers and experts, and up 
to daterit has held over 200 confer- 
ences with representatives of trades 


| and producers. We have asxed them 


to help in formulating plans to con- 
serve, to stimulate production, and 
above all to regulate distribution. 
Most have been helpful and in in- 
stances where organization has been 
completed the devotion of the busi- 
ness men has been above all praise, 
and in some cases we have so far 
failed to secure this co-operation in 
a discouraging way, but I am not, in 
view of the success in some lines, 
prepared to say that the experiment 
is either a success or a failure, ~ 


One looming shadow of this war 
is its drift toward Socialism, for 
with the gigantic sacrifice of life the 
world is demanding a sacrifice of 
property, and we will surely drift to 
that rocky coast unless we can prove 
the economic soundness and willing- 
ness to public service of our com- 
mercial institutions. 

It is worth while examining the 
developments in Russia from this 
point of view. Here no practical or 
effective form of commercial regu- 
lation or distribution was under- 
taken. In consequence of specula- 
tion, profiteering and failure in com- 
merce to serve public interest the 
condition of the industrial classes 
became so intolerable as to steam 
the hotbed of revolution. Justifia- 


ble as this revolution may have | 


and as great a cause of lib- 
erty as it may result, no one can 
deny that the whole trend of this 
revolution has been Socialistic, and 
the latest phase is a development 


into practical Socialism. This strain | 


in the revolution, I am convinced 
from much experience in Russia, 
was the reaction from failure of the 
government and the commercial 
classes to meet‘their public duty.

ne the government culti- 
‘Vated Mr. Howell's acquaintance and 
obtained valuable infermation from 
him. He liberally patronized the In- 
‘@ians, buying drawn work from the 
Women, freauentiv trading in tur- 
quoise and other jewels. 

Hunt, the soldier, guided Indian 
agents to a print fifteen miles north 
of Fort Apache, on the Cooley 
ranch, where Mr. Howell's case of 
jewels was recovered. When accused 
of endeavoring to shield the soldier 
Mr. Howell pleaded for him. He 
tela other stories of an alleged con- 
Sietinge character, it is reported, at- 
tributed to his weakened mind pre- 
vieus to passing away. Subsequently, 
Hunt is sald to have proved that he 
had been on another portion of the 
ranch at the time Mr. oe was 


shot.
